The Work- 
ers’ Book Shop in San Pedto 
remained open, although it was 
repeatedly raided and wrecked 
‘by. vigilantes, but the growing 
strength of the labor: movement 
in’ San Pe@ro and. its militaney 
made it very unhealthy for vigi- 
lantes.

The reactionary proposal

would be unlawful. Other bills 
supported by the same _ clique 
would outlaw sympathetic 
strikes and require registration 
of unions with the state corpora- 
tiory commissioner. . The anti- 
labor bills were reported out un- 
favorably by the house commit- 
tee on labor and indystry, and 
after a brief debate were re- 
ferred back to the committee. 


The State Grange has joined 
with organized labor in opposing 
the Tory. bills, citing the simi- 
larity of :the economic plight of 
farmer and worker and assert- 
ing that to give the governor ar- 
bitrary power to destroy an or- 
ganization /would negate’ the 
principles \of democracy. The 
Grange is sponsoring a bill to 
provide for a _fatm labor board 
of conciliation, which would for- 
‘bid strikes but. which would aid 
in speeding arbitration and set- 
ting up temporary wage scales 
during critical harvest seasons. 
The board would be selected by 
the Farmers’ Union, State 
Grange and State Federation of 
Labor. 

The bill backed by iabor and 
progressives would create an 
Oregon labor relations board of 
three members, ‘empowered to 
bar company unions, ban unfair 
labor practices by employers, 
guarantee workers ful] liberty 
of joining a union and provide 
for collective bargaining. Cir- 
cuit’ courts would enforce board 
orders. The bill states that eco- 
nomic stability and prosperity 
can come only through universal 
collective bargaining.
